The ofMcials - emphasised - that 
figures cannot be given because the 
programme. 1s developing as goods 
become available ond is subject to 
some other uncertainttes. However, 
generally speaking, the ECA has 
almed at the procurement of four 
key types of goods for. this quarter, 
namely,’ cotton ‘which «js the largest 
of all in value; 2. petroleum pro- 
ducts; 3, fertiliser; and 4, replace- 
ment ‘parts of capital equipment.

Slip On Good. 
Crop Reports 


Chicago, July 10.—Grain ‘prices 
todny sipped on the Chicago ‘Board 
of Trade. because experts predicted 
that the corn and wheat crops would 
soon end the world food shortage. 

Corn ‘tumbled below US$2 a 
bushel, marking a drop of more than 
20 cents in the last seven days. 

But there ‘is no sign: of: lower 
meat prices, Livestock. and whole- 
sale meat were selling for tho 
highest prices as ever. Agriculture 
Department officials said only “a 
stiff! consumer boycott” could head 
of the upward spiral 

The Department estimated this 
year's corn crop .at. 3,328,062,000 
bushels, and the combined spring 
ond winter wheat crops at 1,241,- 
451,000 bushels. If the forecasts 
prove truce, traders said, there {gs no 
doubt that the short supply which 
has characterised American agricul- 
ture for the Inst several years will 
disappear this autumn. They said 
if production . meets expectations, 
the country may ‘ind itself with. an 
unwloldly—surplus, -—— =. nae 

A spokesman of the Agriculture 
Department said It would take 
several years to restore, European 
to normal. But St 
seemed almost certain that United 
combined with the 
first European .crops, would. do a 
long way toward attaining that 
goal.—United Press.
